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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1 -1 5 and 29-40 are pending. 

2. Claims 14, 15, 36 and 40 are rejected. 

3. Claims 2, 14, 15 and 29 are objected to. 

4. Claims 1 6-29 are cancelled as per the amendment of December 23, 2002. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: after the phrase, 
"S02NH(Ci-C4 alkyi)" the next definition of R5 is represented with a subscripted $02 
moiety. Appropriate correction is required. 

6. Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities^ after the phrase, 
"neurodegenerative diseases" and before the phrase, "gastrointestinal diseases" it is 
recommended that a comma is inserted between these two ailments. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

7. Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: after the phrase, 
"such as depression" and before the phrase, "and postpartum depression;" it is 
recommended that the second comma between these two ailments/conditions is 
removed. Appropriate correction is required. 

8. Claim 29 is objected to because of the following informalities: the variables of 
R24 and R25 should be listed as R24 and R25. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

11. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as 
to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The 
Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to 
whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the 
remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the 
claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74

"such as fibromyalgia", and "including cerebral ischemia", respectively which are the 
narrower statements of the range/limitation. 
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12. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

13. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031.

14. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. This claim uses two open-ended terms back-to-back or is 
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attempting to claim a smaller range within a range. In either case, the word "including" 
renders the claim vague and indefinite. 

15. Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim must be in one sentence form only. As a result, this 
claim is vague and indefinite. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

16. The rejection of claims 1-15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated 
by Chen of WO 95/33750 possessing a publication date of December 14, 1995 is 
removed in response to the amendment of December 23, 2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

17. The rejection of claims 1-15 and 29-40 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schaefer et al. is withdrawn in view of the amendment of December 
23, 2002. 

Subject Matter Free of the Prior Art 

18. Claims 1-15 and 29-40 are free of the prior art of record.
